century, when General Gordon wes engaged: in’ 
agsistiug the Imporialists to. quell tho Taiping 
xebellion, and saw, ot the time, through tho 
fare of the Chefoo Convention, and expressed 
to Sir Thomas Wade, who was then the British 
Minister, hia.views as to the futility of ‘expeo- 
ting any benefit from promises made on paper 
by the shuffling Celestial, The difficulties in 
the way of abolishing lexin are alao recognized 
in Bombay bf the privoipsl. firms doing 
businesa with China. None aro’ sanguine ss to 
tho beneficial results, and for the. same, reason. 
Spooking on the possibility of a satisfactory’ 
arrangement being concluded between the. 
Imperial Chineso Uovernment: and the Pro- 


yincial Viceroys by which the Istter would be 
entitled toa quid pro. quo, for the loss of lekin 
dues, out of the surtax, the Hoo. Mr. Moses 
favoured our representative with seme of his 
reasons for nat taking an optimistic view of } 
the situation as unravelled- by Reuter. “Hoe 
aaid that admitting, for the sake of argument,.
